Information from the USSR 



A woman in Edmonton who returned from Tarnopol gave the following informa- 
tion: 

Up until 1954 Ukrainian villagers sabotaged the work in the kolhosps 
because they received no benefit from it. The reform of Malenltov -Khrushchev 
brought increased gains from the kolhosps and the Soviet government tried to 
convince the kolhospniks that poor earnings were the result of lack of enthu- 
siasm on the part of the kolhospnicks . Now the villagers who work in the 
kolhosps earn a meager living. 

There is one militsia for every 5-7 villages, and the raions have 2-3 
"MVD" men. 

The underground operated until the amnesty in 1954 at which time (in 
Tornopol) they left the underground. They were not imprisoned but were given 
employment. Many people have returned from exile, among them leaders of the 
UPA, but all were not released.
